Use small finishing nails to fasten the frame to- 
gether. This frame will go down into the hive and 
have a half inch space between the énd of the frame 
and end of the hive; the projecting ends of the top 
piece rests on the rabbeting and supports it; to hold 
the frame in place at,the bottom, a stick is put across 
the middle of the hive one-fourth of an inch from the 
the buttem with wire braces; two small mortices hold 
it in place. Use small un@nnealed wire to make the 
braces; thie points or anglés should be one and one- 
half inches apart. ys

fore hiving 4 swarm in one of these hives, place the 
frames at equal distances apart at the top and fasten 
with small nails; this will keep them ‘in place until 
the swarm has been placed on the stand.

Literary and Scientifie Education of 
the Masses. 


I now propose as briefly us [ can, to present to your 
readers whut I believe to be the chief obstacle in re- 
taining educated men in the useful and productive 
callings and employments. ‘They don’t pay. We do- 
nate our public lands, and tax our peuple to endow 
acadamies and colleges to educate our young men; and 
when educated, we offer thems high premium to enter 
the profession of law, and to live, thrive, grow rich 
and gain position, by the misfortunes (often providen- 
tial) and misunderstandings of the laboring people, 
and the lives of most of this profession are, in the 
end a mere blank; they have added nothing to the 
general wealth,—have nowhere made two spires of 
grass grow where one grew before, and have not in 
their profession sustained the cause of truth and jus- 
tice. [ am not engaged in a tirade against lawyers as 
men, some of them are necessary and useful, or may 
be when permitted to practice on the principles of jus- 
tice and equality. 

I s.y we oifer our educated men a premium to leave 
productive labor, and to get their living more easily 
and honorably. Take the young man just from the 
high schools of learning, looking for an honorable 
business for a living, and to gain position. He sees 
that by a few months study in sume law office, ac- 
quiring a little knowledge of the technicalities, prece- 
| dents and rules of constructive pay, by the profession 
| of law, he is in the sure road to wealth and distinc- 
tion, if studious and diligent in his profession. [ 
could give the names of younz men in our back coun- 
try towns estimated to be worth fifty thousand dollars, 
who, a few years ago, were pour boys, and school- 
mates of those who, as well eudowed by nature, 
having industriously and honestly pursued productive 
business are not worth as many hundreds; and those 
professional men have been honored with offices that 
attach the title of *‘Hon.’? to their names, while in 
some cases at least, ‘*‘Dishonorable’’ would be more 
appropriate; while the equally talented and honest la- 
borer lives in .nhonored eoscurity.

Remedy for Hop Lice. 


The following article is from F. W. Collins, in the 
Rural New Yorker, who has a patent for using short 
poles and wire for hops. Though we have but little 
faith in the use of washes on hops to pfevent the lice, 
still we copy his article as it may lead many persons 
to think over the subject and sugyzest some remedy. 
Many persons in Maine haye gone into the hop busi- 
ness, and we regard the present year a critical one for 
hop raisers. The hop lice made their appearance last 
year in Maine, and if they persist in their ravages it 
will be the death blow to hop-raising in this State: 

‘*Soap suds as strong as left from an ordinary wash- 
ing; add salt and saltpetre to make it a weak brine, 
not strong enough for a pickle for meats, as that 
might injure the plant; one pound of to five 
gallons of liquid. All these ingredients are healthy 
for the plant if not too strong, and safe for the purty 
applying it. Another wash is used in parts of Eng- 
land. One of my agents in Canterbury, whose son 
arrived here recently, sent me the following remedy 
for lice and fleas:—2U lbs. coarse tobacco souked in 20 
gallons of water three days; if the liquid is too thick, 
reduce it by adding water. I think a little salt and 
copperas would make it more sure in this climate, and 
would rend@ it effectual if applied to worms on our 
currant bushes. 

The hop plants of America suffered severely the last 
year from vermin. In some cases an entire failure 
| resulted; in others the crop was lessened more than 
| half. A remedy becomes of great importance. This 
| remedy I saw applied in England last summer, and

| Very easily applied te the vines trained on stakes and 
| twine, where only seven feet high, by a syringe. It 
| requires a force pump to put it to the top of long

All of the wheel horse-rakes in use, so far 
as we are acquainted, possess serious defects, the chief 
of which is, they are too long in unloading, thereby 
making a very loose and imperfect winrow—one 
which can be bunched up but with difficulty. The old 
Delano rake has stood the test of years, and has much 
to recommend it. The Whitcomb rake was introduced 
into this State quite extensively last year, and gave 
good satisfaction. The Wallace & Carpenter rake 
was advertised in the Marne Farmer last year, but 
we do not know as it was used to any extent among 
our farmers. The rake made by Nye & Clark, df 
| Barre, Mass.,—which was on exhibition at Concord 
| last year—seemed to us to possess more desirable 

qualities than affy we know of, but its high price will

malady. Apply it to the nostrils of the sheep with a 
feather (goose quill) repeating the operation three or 
four times if necessary.—Eps.

A Model Farm. 


Many of the readers of the Farmer know that the 
town of Union is one of the best farming towns in the 
State. The gen-ral aspect of the land; the well fin- 
ished houses, and !arge and convenient varns; all tell 
of farmers in confortable circumstances. But I wish 
to call attention to one farm of forty acres, in this 
town, owned by Mr. Albert Thurston, which he bought 
eighteen years ago, when some thirty acres of it was 
covered with stumps, logs, bushes, &c., and»some six 
acres was swampy land and supposed to be useless. 
He has so improved it till, after taking ten acres for 
pasturage and ten more for tillage, he still cuts forty 
tons of good hay. His policy is to use all the hay in 
raising stock, and all his manure in improving his 
farm. Ye r before last he fatted seven head of cattle 
and four hogs. 

His farm is so situated that he can keep four oxen 
in his barn through the summer as well as he could 
one out of it; that is, he can plough up so much of 
his pasture as would pasture one ox, and raise hay

Very shortef breath, and left eye glassy 
and apparently blind. Perfectly well Wednesday 
morning and died Saturday morning.

From Mr. Harris’ ‘Walks aad Talks on the Farm,”’ 
in the American Agriculturist for June, we copy the 
, following capital and timely hints : 


| The experiments of De Candolle, alluded to in the 
| Agriculturist for April, in regard to the temperature 
| of the soil at which plants germinate, should be re- 
peated in this country. Wedo not pay sufficient at- 
tention to the temperature of the soil. We keepa 
record of the weather, but overlook the soil. If me- 
teorological observers in different parts of the country 
would give us the temperature of the soil and state its 
character, we should, | am persuaded, soon be in the 
possession of facts of great value. Three years ago I 
found the temperature of the soil in the garden on the 
80th of April to be 52 degrees; and on the 1%h of 
| May 58 degrees. The thermometer was placed upright 
in the ground—the bottom being twelve inches from 
the surface, and the top of the hole being covered with 
a sod to keep out the air. I placed a thermometer, 
, horizontally, two inches deep, and covered it with sur- 
, face soil, and it marked 59 uegrees—showing that the 
surfice soil was six degrees warmer than a foot deep. 
,I presume the surface soil, say half an inch deep, 
| would be warmer still. 


I was examining my cultivators the other day to see 
if they were all in order, and while tightening the 
bolts, a farmer called with a package of marl in his 
hand that he wished analyzed. “I understand,”’ said 
he, “‘that you are a chemist.”’

| farmer. Give a farmer’s son all the scientific educa 

tion you can, but do not neglect to. teach him those 
_ things which he will most need when he comes to carry

| these things cannot be taught him at an Agricultural 
| College any better than at home. Let him have the 
best and most liberal education you can afford to give 
him, and above all let it be ¢horough. 


The want of accurgcy, I fear, is rather an agricul- 
tural characteristic. ‘My cow gives ten pounds of 
| butter a week,’’ said a neighhor the other day.. ‘That 
lis capital,’ [ said, “‘but do you weigh the butter ?’’ 
After a little hesitation he confessed that he did not, 
; but felt sure from the size of the roll that.there was at 
, least as much as he said. He is a good farmer, and 
| takes much pains with his cows, and it is not improb- 
able that he gets the amount of butter he says, but it 
isa loose way of reckoning. It is a pretty good dairy 
| that averages six pounds of butter a week from a cow. 
Of course it ought to be more, and easily might be, 
but in how many dairies is it so? - 
We should aim to get a higher general average of 
farm produce. It is not an occasional large yield that 
| is the test of good farming, but a high general aver- 
/age. I have had portions of a wheat field that would 
Gogprer thirty-five bushels per acre, while the average 
_ ofthe whole crop was only fifteen. Last year one of 
|my sheep sheared twelve pounds of wool, while the 
| average of the flock was not quite five pounds... We 
| hear too much of the exceptional large yield, and too 
| little of the low general average. I think we are im- 
proving, but our general system of agriculture is still 
amentably defective. What we most need is faith— 
faith in good culture, in high manuring, and in liber- 
al feeding. Of course we must add to our faith pa- 
,tience. Agriculture is slow, but if you stick to it the 
| result is sure. 


** We need smaller farms.’’ Perhaps so, but I am 
| not sure on that point. It must be confessed, however, 
that as a general rule small farms are best cultivated. 
More labor is expended on a given area, and it isa 
| more intelligent labor. On a large farm, as a general 
rule, either little labor is employed, or it is not effi- 
| eient from want of proper supervision. The tendency 
however, is to larger farms and to the employment of 
more machinery. ‘This will necessitate a more intelli- 
gent class of farm laborers, snd also a more intelli- 
gent class of farmers.

If buds occasionally force out on the bodies of your 
young trees, let them grow—do not rub them off— 
many trees“are injured by exposure of along bare 
trunk to summer and winter’s suns—let the buds 
grow and thus form branches near to the ground, 
shielding by foliage, and adding to the vigor and perma- 
nency of the tre¢,

The present and coming months call therefore for 
atténtion of fruit growers to this subject. All fruits 
on young and weekly spurs or twigs should be taken 
away, and clusters or groups so thinned, that while a 
supply of foliage will assist in maturme¢ each distinct 
fruit or cluster, they may also be pretty evenly dis- 
tributed over the tree or vine.

cheap decorations to small or large grounds. The 
[rish Ivy, Clematis, or Perriwinkle, each and all are 
good as a border to run over, and with their rich, 
green foilage soon hide the rough exterior, leaving the 
form of the basket, with its green surroundings, and 
its bright and chery flowers to meettheeye. Baskets 
may be made with a few boards and strips of bark, or 
of wires, with twigs interwoven, or of wicker-work, 
with bark intertwined, and of form to please the taste. 

Tue Pear anp Cuerry Siva may be easily destroy- 
ed by dusting them over with air-slacked lime. We 
usually go through our dwarf pear grounds about 
twice in a season, sowing broad cast air-slaked lime, 
at about the rate of four bushels to the acre, by which 
means we destroy the sluz, and apply lime to the soil 
and wants of the pear. Some soils, we think, would 
perhaps be more benefitted by gypsum (plaster of 
paris), in place of lime, and the slug as effectively de- 
stroyed. 

Trarninc Trees. While we do not advise the com- 
mercial fruit-grower to expend time in giving variety 
of form to his fruit trees by other means than the best 
practical use of the knife, yet we do like occasionally 
to see diversity of form prod .ced by artificial meth- 
ods, exhibiting skill and control of plant life in grounds 
of amateurs. Trees in fan shape bordering walks, 
with spreading fiat tops, almost umbrella forms, on 
lawns, or some points or places where space 1s a part 
of the scenery, and elevation not admissible. This 
month is a good time to train and tie the branches, 
just before or about the time of forming the terminal 
buds. Many sorts of trees, those especially of a 
straggling habit of growth, can be not only improved 
in forms, but their bearing surfaces often enlarged 
and increased or improved in character. 

Gardeners and amateurs can often, with a little la- 
bor and care, give additional interest and diversity to 
small extent of grounds by attention to this item of 
fancy form in training trees. 





Care of Young Turkeys. 





The first diet offered to turkey-chicks shoul consist 
of eggs boiled hard and finely mixed, or curd with 
bread crurfibs and the green part of onions, parsley, 
etc., chopped very small and mixed together so as to 
form a loose, crumby paste; oatmeal with a little wa- 
ter may be given. They will require water, but this 
should be put into a very small shallow vessel, so as to 
insure against the danger of the chicks getting wet. 
Both the turkey hen and her chickens should be 
housed for a few d ys; they may then, if the weather 
be fine, be allowed a few hours’ liberty during the 
day, but should a shower threaten, they must be put 
immediately under shelter. This system must be 
persevered in from three to four weeks. By this time 
they will have acquired sonsiderable strength, and 
will know how to take care of themselves. As they 
get older, meal and grain may be given more freely. 

hey now begin to search for insects and to dust their 
growing plumage in the sand. At the age of about 
two months, or perhaps a little more, the males and 
females begin to develop their distinctive character. 
istics. 

In the young males, the carunculated skin of the 
neck and throat, and the horn-like contractile comb 
on the forehead, assum a marked character. _ This is 
a critical period. The system requires a full supp! 
of nutriment, and good housing at night is essenti 
Some recommend that a few grains of cayenne pepper 
or a little bruised hemp seed, be mixed with the food. 
The distinctive sexual marks once fairly established, 
the young birds lose their names of ‘“‘chicks’’ or 
‘chickens’? and are termed ‘‘turkey-poults.’’ The 
time of danger is over, and they become independent, 
and every day stronger and more hardy. They now 
nee as the rest of the flock, on good and sufficient 
food. 

With respect to the diseases of the turkey, with 
them as with all other poultry, prevention 1s better 
than cure. The most important rales are,—let the 
chicks never get wet, and encourage them to eat hearti- 
ly by giving a good variety of food; yet to beware of 
injuring the appetite by too much pampering. Taking 
& pride in them is the great secret of success in the 
rearing of domestic poultry.

LS ahora near the 
sea have an inexhaustible source of wealth in the shape 
of manare at their command. Deposited in the cattle 
yard, hog pen or compost heap, they are rE speed- 
ily converted into powerful fertilizers. e have 
thought they would pay well for transportation a con- 
siderable distance from the shores, up navigable riv- 
ers and streams. Doubtless their effect would be more 
visible on interior land, than near the coast, where 
the saline atmosphere keeps a sufficient quantity of 
muriatic acid in the soil at alltimes. But in the coun- 
try the earth is quite destitute of it; hence the manu- 
rial properties of salt in the interior. Large gondolas 
or small vessels loaded with eelgrass, kelp or rock weed 
might, at a slight expense, convey these substances up 
any of our navigable rivers with great advantage to 
farmers. Millions of loads of such dressing might be 
— gratuitously near the mouths of our rivers. 
uch marine plants contain what lands back from the 
sea greatly need, viz: salt; and they are powerful fer- 
tilizers even when applied green. They may be spread 
on the ground and ploughed in, or be put in the hills 
of potatoes, &c,, when planted, Potatoes thus raised 
always come out of the ground in harvest time, free 
from worm or canker, smooth and healthy. Professor 
| Johnson in his Agricultural Chemistry says : 
“The marine plants of which seaw consist, differ 
from the green vegetable grown upon the land, by the 
greater rapidity with which they undergo decay.— 
| When laid as a top dressing upon the land, they melt 
| down, as it were, and in a short time almost entirely 
disappear. This rapid decay is owing very much to 
the peculiar nature of the organic matter they contain. 
This organic matter consists, chiefly, of a mucilagi- 
| Rous substance, which quickly falls away. But it is 
alo rich in compounds of nitrogen, by which the de- 
cay of the whole wlant is very rapidly promoted.— 
The dry plant is then much richer in nitrogen than 
| any of our green crops grown upon land; and there- 
fore, not only decays more rapidly, but is fitted to sup- 
| ply nitrogen to the plants more abundantly, and there- 
| fore more rapidly to promote its growth. The seaweeds 
|also differ from land plants, by the greater propor- 
| tion of ash which they contain. The cultivated grades 
| give only from five to ten per cent. of ash. Fucus 
ves iculosus leaves from fifteen to twenty per cent. of 
}ash. Green seaweed, therefore, imparts to the soil 
upwards of twice us much inorganic matter as an equal 
weight of almost any other green manure.’’ 

The establishments which are becoming numerous 
on the coast of Maine for dressing the oil from porgies 
manufacture large amounts of ‘‘fish guano,’’ which is 

| sent into the country in barrels, and is a decided fer- 

| tilizer. The lobster factories also turn out tons of lob- 

| ster chum, which is exceeding rich and a very durable 
manure.— Portland Press. 








Resources of Farm Manure. 





This subject is a ways in order among farmers 
| whose soil has been long under cultivation, and its 
| fertility partially exhausted. Western farmers occu- 

pying a virgin soil, whoa few years since thought 
| there was no use for it, and moved their barns to get 
out of the way of its accumulation, begin to see the 
utility of saving and applying it; they find that bet- 
ter crops are raised with it. I shall not attempt to 
suggest anything new, fur it would seem impossible 
after all that has bee: said and written on the subject ; 
| but a frequent reiteration of similar precepts may in- 
| duce some one to adopt a better system of saving and 
applying his manure. Does the reader make the most 
of his resources? Is there nothing left that can be 
|converted into fertilizing material? When every 
resource is exhausted, then it is time to resort to com- 
mercial fertilizers. How is it with the hog-pen? Is 
that well supplied with good material to absorb the 
| liquid as well as ammonia? A free supply will tend 
| to keep the hogs clean and furnish a quantity of rich 
manure. 

Then there is the privy, which is too frequently al- 
| lowed to waste its ammonia, instead of having absorb- 
| ents supplied to fix it. A tight vault, into which dry 
|muck, plaster, loam, &c., may be introduced and 
| mixed, will supply several loads uf poudrette, superior 
|to what the market affords, with little labor. The 

hen-rov:t will supply several barrels of good guano, of 
| the quality of which there is no question, when home- 
| manufactured, by supplying dry loam, plaster, &c., 
| with frequent overhauling. A pit so constructed that 
it may receive all the slops and wash from the house 
| without waste, will, by ree pr: loam, muck, fine 
| coal dust, &c., give several | of rich material suita- 
| ble to be applied to any or field crop. Wood 
| ashes, composted with dry muck, or loam, bones 
| broken and mixed in a cask with fine loam and kept 
| constantly wet with urine will dissolve an! make good 
| bone phosphate. Then oftentimes animals die from 
| accident or disease, which may be converted into ma- 
| mure by being cut up and composted w ith some of the 
| various nts to be found on every farm. Urine 
‘of all kinds is the most valuable of manure, and 
should be saved by having absorbents applied as bed- 
ding; when it is convenient, stables d be so ar- 
| Tanged as to be.drained into pits or tanks. Were 
every farmer to save what is at present wasted, the 
inquiry ‘‘Where shall I get fertilizers for my ground, 
| that I may have the wherewith to grow good crops?’’ 
would be less frequently heard.— Boston Cultivator.

An Important Question. 

THe trial of Jeff Davis upon the charge of treason, 
for which an indictment has been found by the Grand 
Jury of the U. 8. District Court, mow in session at 
Richmond, has been postponed by Judge Underwood 
upon the motion of the District Attorney, to October 
next. Whether he will then be brought to trial, or, 
as is somewhat significantly intimated by Judge Un- 
derwood, in granting the postponement, the Govern- 
ment may have determined upon some other course of 
action in regard to the arch-traitor, are questions up- 
on which much speculation is indulged by the corres- 
pondents of some of the leading papers of the country. 
There are serious. apprehensions that the ‘‘reconcilia- 
tion’’ policy, which seems of late te have found so 
much favor with President Johnson, and upon which 
he is so radically at variance with Congress, and with 
the masses of the people of the loyal States, may yield 
unexpected and unpalatable fruit in the pardon and 
release of Jeff Davis without trial. Such a consum- 
mation, we need not say, will pe am outrage upon 
public sentiment, and in gross disregard of the re, 
quirements of national justice, and the bare possibility 
that so disgraceful a course'of action is under contem- 
plation by the Government, will arouse a storm of in- 
dignant remonstrance ‘throughout the country. We 
are not prepared to believe, however, that President 
Johnson will take a step which will belie the solemn 
announcement made by him in his last official message 
to Congress, that “‘treason is a crime, that traitors 
should be punished and the offence made infamous,”’ 
thus associating his own name in imperishable odiam 
and infamy with the rebels and traitors whom he has 
screened from merited condemnation and punishment. 

But there is another question in connection with the 
trial of Jeff Davis which seems not to have received 
the attention which its importance demands. In a 
recent speech upon the reconstruction resolutions in 
the House of Representatives, Hon. James Wilson of 
Towa, chairman of the Judiciary Committee, and one 
of the ablest members of the House, refers to a 
passage in the annual message of the President urg- 
ing the trial of leailing rebels by the highest civil tri- 
bunals, im order as he says, ‘‘that the question may 
be judicially settled, finally and forever, that no 
State of its own will has the right to renounce its 
place in the Union,”? Mr. Wilson takes issue with 
the President upon his assumption that the guilt of 
treason depends not on facts, but on constitutional 
construction. He shows in clear and forcible terms 
how such an assumption involves the very life of the 
nation, and is fraught with incalculable peril. If the 
proposition was sustained by the Supreme Court that 
a State has the right to secede, then there is no such 
crime as treason, and the Union was dissolved. If it 








was denied, another trial might reverse the judgment. | 
Whatever the decision, if the question was regarded | 
as doubtful or debateable, or as subject to affirmation 
or denial by the courts, the danger was the same. | 
Courts were at the mercy of Congress and the Presi- 

dent. It was possible for a faction bent upon disunion | 
to procure, through a truckling Congress and a sym- 

pathizing Executive, a court that would pronounce in 

favor of the right to retire from the Union; that going 

a step further, the disloyal States might again pass 

their ordinances of secession, the District itself, under 

the shadow of a traitorous Congress and a traitorous 

Court, might elect to unite with the seceders, and by | 
adroit combinations the republic might be permanent- 
ly disabled and the seat of Government lost forever, 
before the people could have an opportunity to be 
heard. Mr. Wilson took the ground that the consti- 
tutionality or unconstitutionality of secession was a 
question which could not for a moment be entertained 
by the courts. He remarked: 

“The unity of this republic needs not to be judicial- 
ly pronounced. Itis the republic. Courts have noth- 
ing todo with it. It would beacrime against the 
people for judges te permit its discussion, and judicial 
treason for them to assume jurisdiction over it. — Ar- 
mies alone can discuss it. Battles alone can decide it. 
All other tribunals must accept the unity of the nation 
as a fact about which hangs no uncertainty, and con- 
cerning which thére must be no disputation. The 
people settled this question when they ordained the 
government, and left no pretence for President, or 
judge, or legislator ‘to meddle with it. From ‘we the 
people of the United States,’ comes the high command 
to Executive, Court, and Congress, to accept without 
doubting, to defend without faltering, to enforce by | 
all the powers embodied in the constitution, including 
the grand and ‘unlimited powers of the right of self- | 
preservation, the sovereign unity which constitutes us 
anaion. * * * ‘The certainty of o deter- | 
mination of the question by the Supreme Court of the 
United States as now constituted is no apology for the 

resence of the mischievous thing. e death of 
Jadges and the mutations of vey are unsafe pre- 
servers of judicial decrees. tenure of office of 
a judge, although it be for life, is too short wherewith 
to measure the life of a nation. The purity ‘and patri- 
otism of particular judges are no sure guarantees that 
the same bright qualities will always abide with the 
court, for judges die but® courts do not. Patriots of 
to-day may be by conspirators to-morrow; 
but the court remains. Treason lurked in this hall. | 
It may at some time be enrobed on the bench of the 
Supreme Court. These considerations all show how | 
grave would be the blunder of submitting as a ques- 
tion for the decision of any court the ‘right of a State 
to renounce its in the Union,” and that the ques- 
tion cannot be ‘settled finally and forever’ by casting 
it into the ever-changing stream of judicial opinion.”

Befvre the vol- 
unteers had fairly formed, an Ensign belonging to the 
first company of the Queen’s Own, was killed by the 
enemy's skirmishers. The order for an advance was 
then given by Col. Booker, when three distinct charges 
were made by the volunteers each being repulsed by 
the Fenians, who then came out for the first time, and 
charged: upon the Canadians, throwing them into con- 
siderable confusion, and causing the order to retreat 
to be given. ‘The invading force pursued the Cana- 
dians about a mile, making, however, no decisive de- 
mohstration. By this time, the volunteers had re- 
formed and fell back in good order on Port Colborne, 
the main body reaching that place about 114 o’clock. 

During the fight at Ridgeway Gen. Napier received 
information that a small body of Fenians were on an 
island in the Niagara River, and were supposed to be 
fortifying. A tug with troops was sent to the point, 
but the ramor proved incorrect. The military, how- 
ever, disembarked from the tug,on the Canadian bank 
of the Niagara River, four miles below Fort Erie, and 
mirched into the country, After a tiresome march of 
nearly eight miles they came up with astraggling por- 
tion of the enemy who were engaged in plundering 
the country and acting under the protection of an an- 
nexed force of the Fenians. A spirited attack was 
made, which resulted in the capture of .66 of the in- 
vaders, and the little band of Canadians, numbering 
over ninety men, immediately started for the tug with 
their prisoners, The guard of Fenians,"however, en- 
deavored to rescue their comrades by making another 

attack, which was successfully repulsed, and the affair 
would undoubtedly have proved a perfect success, had 
not about 20 of the Canadians become detached from 
the main force, and were surrounded and captured.— 
Capt. King, in endeavoring to re-capture them, re- 
ceived a severe wound .in the ankle, and was left on 
the field. The troops eventually reached the tug with 
all their prisoners, arriving. at Port Calborne about 6 
P. M. on Saturday. 

After the battle of Ridgeway, Col. O’Neil, finding 
the superior forces of the enemy closing in upon him 
on all sides, determined to withdraw his forces toward 
the Niagara River, and make an. attempt to recross 
into the United States. This resolution was strength- 
ened by the fact that his supplies had entirely run out, 
and the action of the U. 8: authorities which shut him 
out from his reinforcements, while the Canadians were 
hourly receiving large accessions to their forces. The 
retreat was apparently made in good order, and Col. 
O’Neil arrived at Fort Erie after dark on Saturday 
evening. At Waterloo, three miles from Fort Erie, 
they surprised and overcame a small British force 
which occupied Waterloo, capturing thirty prisoners, 
which were afterward paroled. 

Finding himself then threatened by Canadian troops 
advancing from the Chippéwa below, in addition to 
those left at Ridgeway, O’Neil sent word -to Buffalo 
that he must have reinforcements or bouts to retreat.

The conduct of 
the English Admiral in the Valparaiso affair, even in 
England fails to meet with public approval.
